Bridge worker 
injured Monday 

A project worker was found 
unresponsive Monday in a lift 
basket while working near the 
temporary ramp in Madison. 

He was taken to a local hospital 
and then transferred by heli¬ 
copter to University Hospital in 
Louisville. 

Work at the site was halted 
following the accident but 
had resumed on Tuesday. An 
investigation into the accident 
is being conducted by Walsh 
Construction Company, the con¬ 
tractor for the Milton-Madison 
Bridge Project. 

We have no other details on his 
condition at this time. 


Date changed for 
last day of school 

There has been a slight adjust¬ 
ment in the 2011-2012 school 
calendar. Originally the school 
year was scheduled to end for 
students on Friday, May 25, but 
the date has now been changed. 
Students'last day of school will 
be Monday, May 21,2012. The 
State Department reguires that 
each school district provide 1,062 
hours of instruction to their 
students. Trimble County Schools 
always implements a calendar 
that provides above and beyond 
that reguirement; therefore, 
instructional days at the end of 
the calendar can be removed.

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Milton-Madison Bridge reopens a day early

Due to an outstanding effort 
by work crews and the coopera¬ 
tion of the weather, the Milton- 
Madison Bridge reopened 24 
hours ahead of schedule at 
11:59 p.m., Saturday 

The bridge was closed at 
12:01 a.m. Wednesday, April 
25, for the demolition of the 
original approach spans and the 
connection of new temporary 
ramps to the existing 82-year- 
old span. The closure had been 
announced to last through 11:59 
p.m. Sunday. The weather coop¬ 
erated for the operation until 
the last hours on Saturday; 
however, workmen completed 
the paving and final touches on 
the bridge in a downpour. 

Receiving word through 
an unknown source that the 
reopening was imminent, 
motorists began lining the 
streets and highways leading 
to the bridge late Saturday in 
anticipation of motoring across 
the new approach spans and

Audits of Trimble schools a 'mixed blessing'

Falling into the cat¬ 
egory of Persistent Low 
Achieving high schools 
in the state of Kentucky 
has been a mixed bless¬ 
ing, according to Trimble 
County High School 
Principal Sterling 
“Buddy” Sampson. 

When he first found 
out last fall that TCHS 
was among the schools 
statewide that were 
determined to be under¬ 
achieving by standards 
set forth by the No Child 
Left Behind Act, “I was 
furious,” Sampson said 
Tuesday. “It was frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

What’s most frustrating 
isthatthePLAdesignation 


and the Commonwealth 
Accountability Testing 
System is now an archaic 
one. The 2010-11 aca¬ 
demic year is the last year 
Kentucky schools will be 
evaluated based on CATS 
scores. 

In 2010, the state insti¬ 
tuted its College and 
Career Readiness initia¬ 
tive, which pushes schools 
to prepare students for 
life beyond high school - 
something that TCHS did 
on its own several years 
ago, Sampson said. 

Instead of focusing on 
proficiency under the 
CATS testing standards, 
Sampson and his staff 
have been preparing stu¬ 
dents to take the ACT, a 
national college-entrance 
exam, placing expecta¬ 


tions for success on each 
student, regardless of 
whether they plan to go 
to college. 

The state’s initia¬ 
tive also pushes schools 
to prepare students for 
the ACT, as well as other 
careers that may not 
require two- or four-year 
college degrees. 

Last year, TCHS 
ranked 70th in the state 
in terms of College and 
Career Readiness - up 
from 193rd. Sampson 
said he has seen prelimi¬ 
nary reports from this 
year’s ACT test results, 
and believes TCHS will 
rank even higher this 
year. Final results won’t 
be released, however, 
until October. 

Sampson said the 


school is doing very well 
under the new standards, 
even though it may not 
have done so well under 
the old standards. 

Because of the “achieve¬ 
ment gap” in math identi¬ 
fied under those NCLB 
standards, KDE sent in 
a team to the high school 
in January to review 
everything the school has 
done to improve, and to 
identify its strengths and 


weaknesses. The team’s 
findings recently released 
in a 73-page School 
Leadership Assessment 
Report. 

Sampson said the report 
shows that the school has 
made at least some prog¬ 
ress in all areas the team 
studied. And, overall, he 
said the experience was a 
positive one.

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Legislative session 
included several 
high-profile issues 


E ach legislative session is 
inevitably remembered for 
a key issue or two, and this 
year’s will undoubtedly be recalled 
for the toughest budget most of us 
have seen in our lifetime and for 
taking a comprehensive approach 
on drug abuse. 

There were several other high- 
profile issues as 
well, including 
the legislature’s 
latest effort to 
crack down on 
copper thefts 
and making 
sure that the 
interest on 
the sizeable 
federal loan 
for the state’s 
unemployment 
insurance fund 
is covered so 
businesses 
wouldn’t lose a 
much-needed tax credit. 

While the General Assembly’s 
work in these areas took up much 
of the public’s attention, there 
were also quite a few other new 
laws passed this year to help our 
state. 

In education, for example, it is 
now possible for schools to have 
considerable flexibility when it 
comes to boosting academic devel¬ 
opment. If they qualify, they could 
be free of some of the laws and 
regulations governing them, let¬ 
ting them experiment with such 
things as a longer school calendar 
or a different kind of classroom 
setting. 

Another new law that will even¬ 
tually affect some of our young¬ 
est children will move back the 
cut-off date to start first grade. 
Beginning in the 2017-18 school 
year, children will be able to enroll 
if they turn six by Aug. 1st rather 
than the current Oct. 1st. 

In other areas of education, the 
legislature passed a law that now 
prohibits superintendents from 
punishing teachers by assigning 
them to alternative schools, and 
we made it possible for special 
needs students who graduate with 
a modified curriculum to receive 
an alternative high school diploma 
rather than a certificate. 

School coaches will now have to 
be better trained in recognizing 
and treating concussions and head 


injuries, and there will be a study 
to take a close look at middle 
school sports, which don’t have a 
statewide governing organization 
like high schools. 

Another study, meanwhile, was 
also approved this year to see how 
the state can best treat juveniles 
caught up in the judicial system. 
There are at least three differ¬ 
ent areas needing closer review, 
including what approach the state 
should take when children 10 and 
younger commit a crime; how we 
should handle status offenses, 
which are violations like truancy 
that wouldn’t be an issue for 
adults; and how children caught 
up in domestic violence situations 
are affected. 

For police, there will now be a 
“Blue Alert,” which is similar to 
the popular “Amber Alert” used 
when a child is missing. Under 
this new alert, the public will be 
notified if a police officer is killed 
or severely injured. That will 
hopefully make it easier to find 
the assailant. 

Another law tied to public safe¬ 
ty tries to bridge the line between 
religious freedom and protecting 
drivers on the road. In this case, 
those who drive motorless vehicles 
will now have the option to use 
reflective tape rather than the 
orange triangle that is otherwise 
standard but had been opposed on 
religious grounds by some groups 
such as the Amish. 

Other new laws will standardize 
local tax forms to make it easier 
for companies to pay these taxes if 
they do business in more than one 
community; call on life insurance 
companies to work harder to find 
beneficiaries of unclaimed policies; 
and have social workers provide 
more information to help foster 
children transition into adulthood. 

Although the time to pass 
laws is now over for the year, the 
General Assembly will soon begin 
holding its interim committee 
meetings again to review issues 
that may need to be addressed 
next year. If you have any com¬ 
ments or concerns about anything 
involving state government, please 
don’t hesitate to contact me.

Will McCoy approached 
the commissioners on 
behalf of the fire depart¬ 
ment for financial assis¬ 
tance toward repair of the 
siren. 

“During the tornado 
the warning siren that’s 
beside the fire depart¬ 
ment burned up some 
transistors inside the 
siren controller,” McCoy 
told the commission. He 
had approached the coun¬ 
ty about assistance with 
the repair of the siren, 
he said, but “the county 
Emergency Management 
does not want to put any 
money towards repairing 
it.” 

“Their siren is not total¬ 
ly burned up,” McCane 
said. “They can still oper¬ 
ate it manually but it 
won’t work automatically 
with the dispatched sig¬ 


nal from the state police. 
Other than that there’s 
nothing wrong with it.” 

McCane said he had 
been approached by rep¬ 
resentatives of the fire 
department for financial 
assistance to repair the 
siren. 

“I personally can’t write 
checks,” McCane said. 
“It’s not that the county 
doesn’t want to help. I 
put them in touch with a 
contractor who could give 
them an estimate of what 
it would cost to make the 
repair. I offered to help 
them try to get a grant to 
repair the siren but it’s 
not a guarantee that we 
could get a grant. If we 
did it would be a match¬ 
ing grant and we would 
still have to come up with 
half the money locally. We 
do need that siren in the 
city.” 

McCane said the county 
is not planning to install 
a siren at the new library 
as had been stated by 
the firefighter during 
the Bedford Commission 


meeting. 

“I don’t know where 
that came from,” he said. 
“There is one going in 
near the sewer plant in 
Milton. The grant for that 
has been approved, we’re 
just waiting for the check 
to be able to get started.” 

Repair of the existing 
siren is estimated to cost 
$4,144, McCoy had said. 
Replacement with a new 
siren would be in the 
range of $13,000. 

The Bedford 

Commissioners voted dur¬ 
ing their April 16 meet¬ 
ing to advance a budgeted 
allotment of $12,000 to 
the fire department for 
use as it sees fit. 

Meanwhile, McCane 
said the residents of 
Bedford would have ample 
warning in the event of a 
severe storm. 

“We have warning sirens 
in place at the high school 
and at the middle school,” 
he said. “The siren at the 
firehouse works. It’s just 
not set up right.”

Crumb rubber, made 
from recycled scrap tires, 
is used for mulch on play¬ 
grounds to enhance dura¬ 
bility and safety; for fit¬ 
ness/walking tracks; for 
landscaping, and on ath¬ 
letic fields to reduce soil 
degradation and increase 
safety benefits. 


Gov. Beshear said the 
crumb rubber grants pro¬ 
gram encourages environ¬ 
mental stewardship. 

“The Energy and 
Environment Cabinet is 
pleased to support these 
projects that will use recy¬ 
cled Kentucky waste tires in 
an environmentally benefi¬ 
cial way, and which also will 
enhance playground safety 
for our children across the 
Commonwealth. ” 

The grants are from 
the Waste Tire Trust 
Fund, established by the 
1998 Kentucky General 
Assembly to receive a $lfee 
from each retail sale of a 
new tire in the state. The 
fund manages 4 million 
scrap tires generated in 
Kentucky each year and 
helps develop markets for 
recycled tire products.

A Registration Fair is scheduled for Tuesday, 

May 22, 2012, from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. at the Head Start 
building, located next to Trimble County Middle 
School. Trimble County Head Start/Preschool serves 
3 and 4 year old income eligible children who live in 
Trimble county. A limited number of tuition-based 
slots for children who are four-years old by the public 
school cutoff date (which is currently October 1, 
2012) may be available for families who do not meet 
income guidelines. Please call (502) 255-3620 to 
schedule an appointment for your child for the 
Registration Fair. 

During the Registration Fair, Head Start staff will 
complete enrollment applications for the next school 
year. School staff will conduct screenings for hearing, 
vision, general health, speech, and development during 
the fair. If there are any concerns noted during 
screenings, follow-up may be arranged to address the 
concerns. 

Specific documentation is needed when applying for 
enrollment in Head Start/Preschool which includes the 
following: certified birth certificate, social security 
card, immunization record, proof of income (check 
stub, W-2, income tax return, public assistance 
verification) and child's health insurance information. 

Applications will be accepted for any child who is 3 
or 4 years of age by the public school cutoff date 
(which is currently October 1, 2012). Eligibility is 
determined by income, and priority for enrollment may 
be given for the following: migrant, ethnic minority, 
foster child or ward of the court, or a child with 
special needs, such as a mental or physical disability. 
Head Start reserves a minimum of 10% of its 
enrollment capacity for children with disabilities. 

Ten percent of Head Start's enrolled students may be 
over income. 

Upon acceptance into Head Start/Preschool, the 
students must have a physical examination, up-to-date 
immunizations, a vision exam and a dental exam. The 
school staff provides developmental screening and 
hearing screening. 

A number of children are born with or may develop 
disabilities that challenge their normal growth and 
development. If you suspect your child may have a 
special need, contact Jean Adams at the Trimble 
County Board of Education @255-3201 or Amanda 
Craig at Head Start @255-3620.

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Moving houseplants outside; good care of hanging baskets 


I n about 10-15 days or 
so, it will be time to 
start moving some of 
your larger houseplants 
outdoors for the summer. 

They will 
get better 
air cir¬ 
culation 
and light 
exposure. 
This also 
is a good 
time to 
repot your 
container- 
bound 
plants 
according 
to Rick 
Durham, 
UK 

Extension Horticulture 
Specialist. 

Make sure the weather 
is consistently warm. 

Since most houseplants 
have a tropical origin, 


temperatures below 40 
to 45 degrees Fahrenheit 
might damage them. 

Even if you know a 
particular plant prefers 
high-light conditions, 
don’t immediately put 
it or any houseplants in 
direct sunlight outdoors 
because they will need 
time to adjust to a higher 
light intensity. Instead, 
gradually increase the 
amount plants receive by 
first moving them under 
a covered patio or large 
shade tree for seven to 10 
days. If you notice foli¬ 
age bleaching or burning, 
reduce the amount of sun¬ 
light for another week or 
so before moving a plant 
to a more intense light 
location. 

As your houseplants 
receive more light, most 
will require more water 
and will benefit from 


increased application of a 
general-purpose, house- 
plant fertilizer. 

To test soil moisture, 
stick your finger into the 
first few inches of soil; 
if it feels dry, water the 
plant. When applying fer¬ 
tilizer, always follow the 
label instructions for the 
amount of fertilizer and 
water to use and applica¬ 
tion frequency. 

It’s a good idea to check 
for pest problems on your 
houseplants outdoors so 
you can control the situ¬ 
ation before it gets out of 
hand. Always read pesti¬ 
cide label directions to be 
sure the product is labeled 
for your houseplants. 
Insecticidal soap is an 
environmentally-friendly, 
effective product that will 
take care of most house- 
plant pests. 

By the way, we had 


a client call a couple of 
weeks ago who would like 
to give away two 6-8 foot 
Norfolk Island Pines. She 
usually sets them out dur¬ 
ing the summer months, 
but has decided to give 
them away. If anyone is

Hanging Baskets 

If that hanging basket 
plant you may receive for 
Mother’s Day gets the 
doldrums, a regular diet 
of plant food and water 
will rejuvenate it in no 
time. 

Inadequate fertility is 
a common problem in 
hanging baskets because 
plants eventually use all 
fertilizer in the soil. Most 
hanging baskets need to 


be fertilized every one 
to two weeks during the 
peak growing season. 

Use a houseplant fertil¬ 
izer according to the 
manufacturer’s recom¬ 
mended level. 

Hanging baskets also 
need to be frequently 
watered. How often 
depends on how much 
shade and rainfall they 
receive. When the tem¬ 
perature rises, they dry 
out quite fast, especially 
if they are in full sun... 
Some baskets need water 
every day or every other 
day, while others might 
need water only every 
three to four days. Check 
soil moisture to a depth 
of several inches with 
your finger. 

Regardless of how 
often you water a hang¬ 
ing basket, be sure to 
do it thoroughly so you 


see water dripping from 
drainage holes. 

You can rejuvenate 
hanging baskets by cut¬ 
ting back leggy plants. 
Pruning one-third to 
one-half the stem length 
will force new growth, 
causing plants to branch 
out more and flower 
again. Adequate fertility 
is critical in this situa¬ 
tion because removing 
stems eliminates nutri¬ 
ents stored in plant tis¬ 
sues.

Rejuvinate New Year's resolutions: Get active this spring 


N ew Year’s reso¬ 
lutions to lose 
weight or get 

healthier 
may be 
long 
forgot¬ 
ten, but 
spring, 
with its 
beauti¬ 
ful flow¬ 
ers and 
warmer 
weather, 
is the 
perfect 
time to 


rejuvenate those resolu¬ 
tions by getting active 
outdoors. 

Most of us know that 
regular physical activity 
can help prevent heart 
disease and type 2 dia¬ 
betes, reduce the risk 
of some cancers, help 
you maintain a healthy 
weight; strengthen 
muscles and bones and 
improve your mental 
health. Regardless, most 
of us do not get the exer¬ 
cise we need. 

One way you can 
increase your activity 


level is by using your 
built environment, 
including sidewalks, 
stoplights, trails and 
parks. It may be appeal¬ 
ing for those just begin¬ 
ning an exercise pro¬ 
gram to start by using 
the built environment 
because it’s close to 
home and doesn’t require 
the upfront costs of a 
gym membership. You 
just have to make time to 
use it. 

According to the 
Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 


adults should aim for 
30 or more minutes per 
day of moderate physi¬ 
cal activity on five or 
more days of the week. 
Additionally, individu¬ 
als need to engage in 
muscle-strengthening 
activities that work all 
major muscles groups 
two or more days per 
week. These activities 
can be done in 10-minute 
intervals. Aerobic activ¬ 
ity is anything that gets 
you breathing harder 
and your heart pumping 
faster. 


Taking an evening 
walk on a walking trail 
or through your neigh¬ 
borhood can help you 
reach 2.5 hours a week, 
as long as you’re walking 
at a brisk pace. Bicycling 
or roller skating are also 
good forms of exercise 
that can be done in your 
built environment. 

If you have a chronic 
condition or disability, 
you can still reap the 
benefits of physical activ¬ 
ity, but you should check 
with your doctor before 
you start any exercise 


program. They will be 
able to give you sugges¬ 
tions for types of physical 
activities that may work 
best for you.

Administration Withdraws Extreme Farm Labor Proposal 


WASHINGTON - An 
Obama administration pro¬ 
posal, which would have 
restricted child labor on 
farms, was withdrawn last 
week after criticism from 
agricultural groups. 

The rules, which were 
supported by child labor 
advocates, would have 
banned children younger 
than 16 from using most 
power-driven farm equip¬ 
ment, including tractors, if 
they had not taken a train¬ 
ing course. 

The proposal also would 
have prevented those 
younger than 18 from 
working in feed lots, grain 
bins and stockyards. 


U.S. Senate Republican 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
hailed the move as a vic¬ 
tory for Kentucky’s family 
farms. 

“The voices of Kentucky’s 
farmers and their families 
were heard loud and clear 
by the Administration,” 
McConnell said in a 
statement on Thursday. 
“Kentucky farmers said it 
was insulting to suggest 
that they would put their 
kids at risk and that the 
government is needed to 
step in to regulate their 
family life. The informed, 
commonsense decisions 
of parents should take 
precedence over those of 


unelected bureaucrats 
thousands of miles away.” 
Family farming is a tradi¬ 
tion in Kentucky and the 
proposal withdrawn by 
the Department of Labor 
would have set a danger¬ 
ous precedent for the fed¬ 
eral government’s intru¬ 
sion into family matters, 
McConnell said. 

In March, Senator 
McConnell joined several 
of his Senate colleagues in 
introducing legislation to 
prevent the Department of 
Labor from enacting this 
proposal. 

On Thursday, the U.S. 
Department of Labor also 
issued a statement regard¬ 


ing the withdrawal of the 
proposal: 

“The Obama adminis¬ 
tration is firmly commit¬ 
ted to promoting family 
farmers and respecting the 
rural way of life, especial¬ 
ly the role that parents 
and other family members 
play in passing those tra¬ 
ditions down through the 
generations,” the state¬ 
ment said. “The Obama 
administration is also 
deeply committed to lis¬ 
tening and responding to 
what Americans across the 
country have to say about 
proposed rules and regula¬ 
tions.” 

The DOL said the deci¬ 


sion to withdraw the rule 
— including provisions 
to define the ‘parental 
exemption’ — was made 
“in response to thousands 
of comments expressing 
concerns about the effect 
of the proposed rules on 
small family-owned farms. 
To be clear, this regula¬ 
tion will not be pursued for 
the duration of the Obama 
administration.” 

Instead, the Departments 
of Labor and Agriculture 
will work with rural stake¬ 
holders — such as the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National 
Farmers Union, the Future 
Farmers of America, and 


4-H — to develop an edu¬ 
cational program to reduce 
accidents to young work¬ 
ers and promote safer agri¬ 
cultural working practic¬ 
es, according to the DOL 
statement. 

Reid Maki, coordina¬ 
tor for the Child Labor 
Coalition, said the rules 
had been aimed at pro¬ 
tecting children drawing 
wages and did not apply to 
children working on their 
parents’ farms. Farm work 
is the most dangerous sec¬ 
tor for young workers and 
pulling the proposed rule 
could mean another 50 to 
100 deaths over the next 
decade, he said.

“It was good for me as a 
leader, because it made me 
incredibly reflective. ... We 
are not masters” of any of 
the nine standards and 88 
indicators assessed by the 
state, he admits, “but we are 
working on all of them.” 

Deficiencies outlined in 
the report included recom¬ 
mendations that Sampson 
work harder to increase 
parental participation in the 
school. “As the principal, I’m 
not putting enough effort 
into getting them involved.” 

Also, the report stated the 
faculty and staff aren’t doing 
enough to meet the needs 
of all students, particularly 
those who are struggling, 
Sampson said. 

He admitted that too 
much focus has been put 
on the higher-performing 
students. “We agreed [with 
the report]. We need to 
address the needs of strug¬ 
gling freshmen,” especially 
in math. 

He said next year, the 
school will offer a math lab 


for all students in algebra, 
designed to give students 
struggling in that subject 
extra attention. “That will 
probably make the single 
greatest difference.” 

The report also states that 
the principal work more with 
teachers to analyze “class¬ 
room-level assessments” to 
develop ways to identify the 
students who need extra 
help to catch up with their 
peers, and to identify “gaps 
in curriculum and weak¬ 
nesses in the instructional 
program.” 

Specifically, the report 
states that “the principal 
should continuously moni¬ 
tor instructional practices 
...to engage and challenge 
students at high levels.” 

On the upside, the report 
showed the school leadership 
is meeting state standards 
in several areas, primarily 
in providing a “safe, orderly 
and equitable learning envi¬ 
ronment” and focusing on 
the professional growth and 
evaluation of its faculty. 

Despite the PLA rating, 
the school’s shift away from 
CATS to focusing on college 
and career preparation “has 
paid off 10-fold,” Sampson 


said. 

Proficiency on the CATS 
test didn’t really have any 
meaning, he said. But, pre¬ 
paring for and scoring high 
on the ACT will mean that 
all students who graduate 
could expect to go to college, 
if they want to. 

“All the kids and faculty 
are behind it. We have 100 
percent buy-in. The kids 
expect it now; they expect to 
be ready [for life after high 
school] and have high expec¬ 
tations for themselves. 

All of the work to be done 
next year, however, will be 
done by a new principal. 
Sampson was hired recently 
to be principal of Franklin 
County High School, a move 
that will take him and his 
family closer to where his 
father lives in Willmore, 
Ky., but still only be a short 
drive away from his wife’s 
mother. 

The school has more than 
1,000 students, and he said 
he’s excited by the challenge, 
even though he is leaving a 
building full of his friends 
behind. 

“I hate the idea of leav¬ 
ing, but I’m most excited to 
be able to call dad and have 


him over to dinner anytime,” 
Sampson said. 

District leadership report 

While in Bedford, the 
state team in January also 
assessed the leadership of 
the Trimble County School 
District as a whole. The 
result was a 91-page report 
that shows, overall, the dis¬ 
trict, too, is making some 
improvements in the nine 
standards of academic per¬ 
formance. 

However, the report 
showed where more 
improvement is needed, par¬ 
ticularly in using test scores 
and students’ work samples 
to assess and identify cur¬ 
riculum gaps. 

“The good news is that 
the high school and the dis¬ 
trict leadership was found 
to have the capacity to do 
the things needed” to make 
state-mandated improve¬ 
ments, said Superintendent 
Marcia Haney Dunaway. “It 
is our understanding that 
although the amount of 
money in the grants will not 
be as significant as in the 
past, there will be money to 


assist us as we develop new 
systems to ensure progress 
for every student in Trimble 
County.” 

Two years ago, when 
Trimble County Middle 
School’s CATS scores 
slipped in reading, the 
school received $133,000 in 
grants that were used to buy 
iPods and other technology 
to provide programs to boost 
student reading levels. 

Lisa Gross, media spokes¬ 
man for the Kentucky 
Department of Education, 
said last week that state 
and federal funding for the 
School Improvement Grants 
has been greatly reduced. 
She said it isn’t clear, at this 
point, how much money will 
be available to schools and 
districts through the SIG 
program. 

Dunaway said the district 
has designed a plan that 
focuses on providing a rigor¬ 
ous curriculum, emphasizes 
highly effective teaching; 
offers a balanced, ongoing 
assessment; and provides 
a system of interventions 
to get students additional 
instructional assistance 
when needed. 


“Our emphasis will be 
on system designs ensur¬ 
ing shared leadership with 
a focus on continuous 
improvement,” she said. 
“We are excited and expect 
to see quick turnarounds for 
our students. 

“I, personally, am happy 
both audits found the lead¬ 
ership to have the capacity 
to do what needs to be done 
in our pursuit of improve¬ 
ment and excellence for our 
kids,” Dunaway stressed. 
“No one wants to be found 
‘persistently low perform¬ 
ing’ ... that alone is deflat¬ 
ing, because our teachers 
work tirelessly on our kids’ 
behalf.” 

Dunaway said the “silver 
lining” is that the district 
will turn the focus away 
from teaching and back onto 
learning. “That is a win-win 
for the students of Trimble 
County. Our challenge is 
to be ready when the audit 
teams return in two years. 
When they do, they will find 
us with sustainable systems 
of improvement in place, 
and other districts will look 
to us as a model of school 
improvement.”

once again enjoying the 
convenience of the only 
Ohio River bridge between 
Louisville, 46 miles down¬ 
river, and Markland Dam, 
26 miles upstream. 

The use of temporary 
ramps is one in a series of 
steps being taken to keep 
the bridge open to traf¬ 
fic during construction. 
Numerous residents of 
the local area who work 
in one state and reside in 
the other were forced to 
drive to the dam and take 
a circuitous route to work 
or home. Trimble County 
High School students were 
forced to take the long way 


around to their prom held 
Saturday night at Hanover 
College. A tour bus had 
been chartered for the safe¬ 
ty of the students, but a 
number of students elected 
to make the drive by car. 

A 36-foot vehicle length 
restriction is now in effect 
for the bridge due to the 
limited turn radius of the 
temporary ramps. The 
existing 3-ton weight limit 
for the bridge remains in 
place. Law enforcement 
continues to patrol both 
sides of the bridge to 
ensure motorists observe 
the restrictions. 

The original approach to 
the bridge on the Indiana 
side is now gone, removed 
by demolition crews on 
Wednesday through Friday. 
Some sections of remain¬ 


ing steel were being loaded 
into recycle bins Monday 
by Omega Demolition 
Corporation, based in 
Elgin, Ill. Sections of the 
steel trusses for the origi¬ 
nal Milton approach to the 
bridge were still in place 
on Monday. The concrete 
roadway was hammered 
away during the first hours 
of the closure and enough 
of the former span was 
totally removed to enable 
workers to connect the 
temporary Kentucky ramp 
with its two 90-degree 
turns to the bridge. 

The replacement of the 
Milton-Madison Bridge 
originally entailed a year¬ 
long closure. But innova¬ 
tive design and construc¬ 
tion methods by contrac¬ 
tor Walsh Construction 
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Company made it possible 
for the bridge to remain 
open during construc¬ 
tion for all but a total of 
10 days. Using a method 
called “truss sliding,” the 


new 2,400-foot-long steel 
truss bridge will be built 
on temporary piers and 
slid into place on top of the 
existing piers, which are 
being strengthened to meet 


modern standards. Two of 
the temporary piers are in 
place and being readied for 
the first section of truss to 
be lifted into place in the 
coming months.
